Khrush Calls In 


U.S. Envoy 


Parley in Siberia 
Asked by Premier 


MOSCOW (A P ) — P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev 
today 
invited 
U.S. 
Ambassador Llewellyn Thompson 
to meet him in Siberia Wednes­ 
day to deliver a personal mes­ 
sage from President Kennedy. 
Embassy sources said 
Thomp­ 
son will fly to Siberia Wednesday 
but declined to disclose his exact 
destination. 


It is assumed he will meet the 
Soviet premier in Novosibirsk for 
exploratory 
talks 
on 
improving 
So\ iet American relations. This is 
where Khrushchev has been busy 
with an agricultural meeting. It 
is the same town that former Vice 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon 
toured two years ago. 


This is the first time an Ameri­ 
can ambassador has made such a 
trip to see any Soviet leader. It is 
also the first time that any for­ 
eign envoy has met Khrushchev 
outside of Moscow except when 
they have visited him at one of 
his holiday homes. 


The fact that Khrushchev has 
Invited Thompson to see him in 
the midst of a busy tour indicates 
the importance which he attaches 
to the Kennedy message. 


The 
note expresses 
hope for 
better understanding between the 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. but details have not hewn dis­ 
closed. 
Thompson flew back to Moscow 
late last month with the message 
after consultations in Washington 
with Kennedy and the State De­ 
partment. But Khrushchev had al­ 
ready left on his agricultural tour. 


Thompson asked Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei Gromyko last Thurs­ 
day 
for 
an 
appointment 
with 
Khrushchev end told reporters it 
was urgent for him to see the 
Soviet premier. 
He pointed out then that it wps 
already so many days since his 
last talk with the President. 


Among them is a proposal to 
ratify an amendment to the U.S.

The Senate passed a bill which 
allows metropolitan or township 
park board commissioners to buy 
park land on an installment basis.

in 
the 
House schedule has not affected 
the Republican UadersNn’s inten­ 
tion of voting Wednesday on 
a 
bill to give local governments an 
extra $15 million a year in high­ 
way funds. 
Despite Democratic Gov. Mich­ 
ael V. DiSalle’s reiterated opposi­ 
tion Monday to the proposal, Re­ 
publicans 
said 
they 
would 
go 
ahead w-ith the House floor vote. 
The background: Under present 
law, all the money collected by 
the state from auto and truck li­ 
cense fees goes to local govern­ 
ments except the money needed to 
finance operations of the Ohio De­ 
partment of Highway Safety. That 
is about $15 million a year. 
Tile bill to be voted upon would 
charge off operations of the depart­ 
ment to other highway funds. The 
net result would be more money 
for local highway operations and 
less for state operations— includ­ 
ing federal matching funds

The two men who were reoort- 
ed to have confessed were identi­ 
fied as Roland de Beaufort, also

Stricken by pneumonia, the 29- 
year-old film beauty had passed 
a fair night and a medical bulle­ 
tin earlier said she was “ breath­ 
ing auietly and peacefully.*! It 
added tKa( s^e was definitely Im­ 
proving “ although the general sit­ 
uation remains grave.” 
The pneumonia is in both lunes. 
Sue is breathing only with the aid 
of an electronic breakin** device 
and through a tube inserted in her 
throat. 
Physicians said that with her

pneumonia—complicated 
by anemia—the 
patient’s 
condi­ 
tion fluctuates sharply.

soar as Miss Taylor’s did Monday 
night and then subside as it did 
this morning, only to rise again 
toward dangerous levels. 


Ohio Prof Unveils Story 


Of Espionage, Ironic Twist 


D E LA W A R E, Ohio (A P ) — A 
story of espionage with an ironic 
twist was. unfolded here Monday 
night by a university professor 
who says he worked as a U. S. 
Army counterspy in Germany. 
His foreign-born wife worked in 
the Czech Consulate in Frankfurt, 
Germany, and because of this, he 
said, she was denied a visa to the 
United States. 
The irony, he said, was that 
she was really an American spy 
in the consulate, feeding informa­ 
tion to L\ S. Army intelligence 
But the Army, he added, refused 
to acknowledge her spying activi­ 
ties, apparently fearing diplomat­ 
ic repercussions. 
Had 
the 
Army 
acknowledge­ 
ment come, said Francis X. Bril- 
ty, it might have increased the 
chances of his Czechoslovakian- 
born wife joining him in this coun­ 
try a lot sooner. 
As it was, it w*as an arduous 
10-year wait for Brilty, now 52. 
and his wife, Danuse, 35. But the 
story 
neared 
a 
happy 
ending 
Monday when, after years of try­ 
ing to cut through red tape. Brilty 
received a telegram. 
It read: “ Senator Lausche in­ 
formed 
by 
the 
Department 
of 
State (that) Mrs. Brilty can have 
an American visa any time she 
applies. Congratulations.” 
The wire was signed by Stanley 
M. Andrews, who Brilty said is 
an aide to U. S. Sen. Frank J. 
Lausche, D-Ohio. 
Brilty said he wired his wi'e 
the good news. She is living in 
Munich, Germany, with their son, 
Francis X. Jr., 9. 
He said if he can arrange for 
the fare, they will join him next 
month here in Delaware, where 
he is an assistant professor of 
speech and director of the speech- 
hearing clinic at Ohio Wesleyan 
University. 


Brilty met his wife, a displaced 


person, at Frankfurt in 1949. They 
were married in Switzerland in 
1951. That same year, he resigned 
his Army counterintelligence job.

Deferment Insurance 
Assured by U.S. 


WASHINGTON (A P )—Draft-age 
young men who have military de­ 
ferments won’t lose them by serv­ 
ing in the Peace Corps. 
This is the opinion of Id. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, head of selec­ 
tive service. 


Peace Corps director R. Sar­ 
gent Shriver, told a nesvs confer­ 
ence 
Monday it was 
Hershey’s 
judgment that one who served in 
the corps for two years would be 
eligible 
for 
further 
deferment 
from military service. 


Shriver 
said 
no 
exemptions 
from military service for peace 
corpsmen had been proposed and 
none had been requested. 


Of course. Shriver said, a young 
man couldn’t return to the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
from 
Peace 
Corps 
service, become a beachcomber 
and expect to get deferment. And, 
he added, those who were de­ 
ferred always would be subject to 
general mobilization, if it came. 
Most college students and young 
men in certain special vocations 
get deferments from the draft. 
Shriver said the corps was anx­ 
ious that 
after 
service 
abroad 
members of the corps would have 
good job prospects. 
He named 
four men to a corps career plan­ 
ning board to help develop job 
opportunities.

vision. 


If hard pressed in the Pacific, 
however, the Navy could muster 
enough transports to move one

The Soviets sounded a new jar­ 
ring note on the eve of the .ses­ 
sion when Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko snubbed 
a luncheon Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold gave Monday for 
Nkrumah. 


Gromyko’s boycott was seen as 
blunt notice the Soviets will op­ 
pose any Congo peace plan in 
which the secretary-general has a 
hand. The Soviet foreign minister 
is expected to continue to press 
the Kremlin’s demands for an end 
of the U. N. Congo operation and ! 
Haminarskjold’s resignation.

Aimed at Job 


Discrimination 


WASHINGTON (A P )— President 
Kennedy—in his first action in the 
civil 
rights field—has moved to 
end job discrimination by the gov­ 
ernment 
and 
companies 
having 
federal contracts. 
His executive order may be the 
first of a number of steps in this 
field. 
Kennedy told a news conference 
last week the administration was 
making a study “ of where the 
federal 
government 
might 
just- 
fully place its power and influ­ 
ence to expand civil rights.” 
One step under consideration, 
he said, was an order to with­ 
hold federal funds from schools 
that 
discriminate 
against 
pupils 
on the grounds of race, religion 
or national origin 
The order Monday night—effec­ 
tive in 30 days—consolidated two 
existing 
government 
committees 
into a single President’s Commit­ 
tee 
on Equal 
Employment 
Op­ 
portunity headed by Vice Pres), 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Kennedy’s order provides stiff 
penalties for violations, including 
possible 
cancellation 
of 
govern­ 
ment contracts. It also calls for 
an exhaustive survey of govern­ 
ment hiring and firing practices. 
Administration officials say the 
order is the strongest issued by 
any president in the field of job 
discrimination. They say it both 
provides 
new' 
sanctions 
against 
discrimination and makes it pos­ 
sible to use old powers more ef­ 
fect iveh .

Program for Larger Crops 


At » tirrp when farm surpluses remain 
one of Am erica's most perplexing prob­ 
lems, it may seem incongruous to advo­ 
cate greater output on the farm, but an an­ 
alysis of the limititations placed on agri­ 
culture gives some credence to suggest­ 
ions of expanded farm activity. It is hard­ 
ly a secret that Uncle Sam has warehouses 
bulging with wheat, corn and other grains 
and is adding to his stores of these foods 
each year. 
Greater success in recent years in sell­ 
ing surpluses to world markets (largely 
on credit or for currency not on par with 
the dollar) has not been sufficient to off­ 
set rising production, but an unrelenting 
campaign of expert salesm anship by the 
Department of Agriculture and farm or­ 
ganizations could conceivably increase ex­ 
ports to the point where a year's harvest 
will equal a year's consumption. 
American farm exports during the last 
fiscal year were valued at $4.5 billion, in­ 
cluding $1.3 billion worth under govern­ 
ment programs for which no dollars were 
received. But imports totaled $4 billion. 
Uncle Sam paid cash, including 5 or IO per 
cent for freight charges. 
There is where the question of greater 
productivity comes in. A check of products 
accounting for such large imports reveals 
many which are produced in this country 
on a scale smaller than dom estic demand. 


Livestock and livestock products are im ­ 


ported to the tune of $400 million annually, 
yet feed grains going into storage could 
more than support the additional livestock 
needed to m eet domestic needs. 
Sugar is another example. More than 
$500 million worth is imported each year, 
at the sam e time U. S. farm ers are petit­ 
ioning Congress for the right to produce 
more. This crop is regulated under legis­ 
lation which protects — not the American 
farmer — but farmers of other sugar pro­ 
ducing lands. 
Wool is imported at a rate exceeding 
$200 million, yet here is another product 
which could be produced in far greater 
quanity in the U. S., resulting in disposal 
of surplus grain through expansion of the 
sheep population. 
It is absurd that a land of plenty should 
be so severely hampered in trading that it 
cannot capitalize on its abundance.

“ Dogs are far more dangerous 
than sharks. You are much more 
likely to be bitten by a dog.’’ 
To prove her point the intrepid 
Miss Joye. a glamorous brunette 
who doubles as a model and un­ 
derw ater stunt swimmer, hopes to 
become the first woman in his­ 
tory to hand-feed a shark for a 
television 
audience. 
Her performance will be fea­ 
tured on “ Marineland Circus.” an 
NBC-TY color program Sunday, 
April 2. 
“ So far as I know I’ll not only 
be the first woman ever to try 
to hand-feed a shark — but the 
first woman ever to want to,” she 
rem arked blithely. 
Judy, who has plunged to 130 
feet and is one of the nation’s 
few feminine welders on under­ 
water salvage jobs. is full of facts 
and figures on shark lore. 
A big danger, she said, is that 
some of the seven million U.S. 
skin d h e rs have taken to trying 
to hitchhike rides on the backs 
of sharks, or playfully tweaking 
their tails. 
“ It has become a kind of sport 
with them. They have the idea 
sharks are tam e,” she said. 


‘•They’re not tame, and t h e y

tweaked. They can be provoked 
to attack.’ 
But Judy pointed out that in 
1959 only IO unprovoked shark a t­ 
tacks. resulting in three deaths, 
had been recorded in American 
waters.

“ Sharks always deserve the u t­ 
most 
respect.” 
she said. 
“ But 
they are basically scavengers who 
prefer dead or dying game, and 
don’t like to attack anything that 
will put up a real fight — unless 
they are desperate.”

curious 
and will follow a skin diver for 
a whole day just to see what he 
is doing. They don’t have much 
else to do,” she said. 
“ But if you ignore the shark, 
he’ll usually ignore you.’’ 
What if he doesn't? Here are 
Miss Jove’s tips to avoid troubles 
with sharks of all kinds: 
“Try to look as much like a 
human being and as little like a 
fish as possible. The shark doesn’t 
really like the taste of people. He 
prefers the taste of fish, which 
has been his diet for millions of 
ye*rs. 
“ If he bites you. it is probably

rn error — he has mistaken you 
for a fish. 
“ Therefore avoid swimming in 
cloudy water where the visibility 
is low.

“ Better use a rock if one is 
handy. His skin is tough, and if 
you strike him with your fist it 
is like hitting wet sandpaper.

Nine out of 
IO times sharks attack on the sur­ 
face. 
“ But 80 per cent of the time 
you can predict what sharks will 
do. The other 2 per cent —” s h e 
left the thought unfinished.

ered together a group of brilliant 
writers, mindful of the “ New Re- j 
public” in the days of Walter Lip- j 
pmann and Herbert Croly. Russell 
Kirk in Chicago, edits a quarterly, j 
the “ University Bookman.” which j 
is conservative and intellectual. 
In addition to these publications 
are numerous pamphlets, newslet­ 
ters, opinion circulators of every 
type of thought, 
some of which j 
need to be taken seriously by the 
student of politics and social con­ 
ditions, 
and 
others, eof 
course 
must be pushed aside because they 
represent blatant opportunism. 
But even the latter are interest­ 
ing because one wonders where the 
support comes from. The “ hale” 
sheets are particularly shocking 
and the question is who puts up 
the money 
for 
untruthful 
state­ 
ments 
and miserable distortions. ' 
Yet, even such publications give 
evidence of 
depth 
of discontent 
and discouragement, not among 
the economically unfortunate, but 
among all calsses. particularly the 
professionals, physicians, dentists, j 
lawyers. 
Such movements are usually not j 
reported because

not make news unless they coal j 
esee aryl 
nominate someone for 
Hie Presidency, as the Hillman 
fiction of I be Jailor movement built 


during Franklin D Roosevelt's sec­ 
ond term. It is difficult to report 
a silence or a resentment or an ir­ 
ritation. Yet out of such emotions 
come all popular responses to gov­ 
ernment. 
Conservatives are so varied in 
C'nservatives are so varied in 
their ideas and their intensity that 
they have produced no national 
leader, such as Robert 
A. 
Taft 
was. Senator Barry Coldwater is 
a rallying point. 
Politically, conservatism cannot 
be limited to 
Republicans, 
since 
the center of such thinking is un­ 
d o u b te d in the South, and in this 
country a political grouping must 
be around a party and a new pol­ 
itical party can only come into ex­ 
istence with an affirmative 
pro­ 
gram.

Tax-Free Deal 


New Orders Designed 
To Curb Gold Outflow 


WASHINGTON 
(A P)-Service- 
men overseas can no longer buy 
foreign 
cars 
tax-free 
and 
ship 
them 
home 
dutyfree 
with 
the 
government paying the freight. 
The new order was given Sun­ 
day by the Kennedy administra­ 
tion as part of the effort to cut 
down the outflow of gold and dol­ 
lars from the United States. 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara previously 
had 
indi­ 
cated such a step would be taken. 
That was after President Kennedy 
rescinded the controversial order 
of 
the 
previous 
administration 
cutting the num ber of families of 
servicemen allowed to stay with 
them abroad. 
The foreign car order goes into 
effect immediately. On June 30 
the administration said it intends 
to let a law lapse that allows 
servicemen to send $50 worth of 
gifts home duty free. When the 
law expires the limit would re­ 
vert to $10 per shipment —- the 
amount now applicable to tour­ 
ists.

from 
Kennedy’s request to Congress to 
cut from $500 to $100 the amount 
of foreign goods U. S. tourists 
can

without

hopes 
to 
bring about a spending reduction 
of $75 to $110 a year for each 
serviceman 
abroad. 
This 
would 
save $75 million to $110 million 
a year in foreign spending of dol­ 
lars.

1. Make use of foreign curren­ 
cies held by the Treasury.

3. Direct military departments 
to reduce as much as possible 
the number of foreign personnel 
employed in post exchanges, of­ 
ficers’ clubs and the like. 


NEW YORK (A P)—The mutual 
funds of real estate investing? 
That's what some in that large 
and varied field are hoping the 
upcoming real estate investment 
trusts will prove to be. 
Many expect them to appeal to 
the same type of small investor 
who flocked to the mutual funds 
rather than to buying individual 
stocks on his own. 
The new trust funds were given 
tax benefits at the last session of 
Congress. But those eager to set 
them un quickly found the law's 
generalities needed clarifications, 
and the initial excitement died 
down for a time. 
Now 
investors 
are 
awaiting 
specified regulations by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service and the 
Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion, 
expected 
shortly. 
These 
would exempt such trusts, if they 
meet 
certain 
restrictions, 
from 
corporate income taxes. 
Investors would pay a tax on 
dividends received, but the divi­ 
dends would be based on total 
earnings rather than on net in­ 
come after the government has 
taken up to 52 per cent as in the 
case of most corporations. 
New York real estate invest­ 
ment leaders say that to be ex­ 
empt from the federal tax the new 
trusts will have to show a mini­ 
mum of IOO shareholders, distri­ 
bute 90 per cent of the earnings 
to investors, get 90 per cent of 
these earnings 
from 
pure real 


estate 
investments, 
and 
refrain 
from managemet of any proper­ 
ty 
the 
trusts 
own. 
Specialized 
firms are available to take over 
management chores of apartment 
houses, etc. 
Small investors are expected to 
be able to buy trust certificates 
much as they do shares in mutual 
funds. These certificates will rep­ 
resent 
part 
ownership 
in 
the 
trust’s holdings and can be freely 
traded. 
The trusts could be of various 
types. Some might specialize in 
owning 
apartments, 
or 
indus­ 
trial properties, office buildings, 
stores, hotels, shopping centers, 
motels, or in raw land for devel­ 
opment or speculation. 
Real estate men expect some of 
the new trusts to be combinations 
of these. 
Example: A trust might include 
property on which a steady in­ 
come is likely along with other 
holdings low in current return but 
high in expectations of increased 
valuation with the years. 
When and if the 
real estate

trusts get going, the sales talk for 
them is likely to be similar to 
that for mutual funds. 
That is, they would offer diver­ 
sification 
of 
property 
holdings 
such as the individual investor 
would he unlikely to afford by 
himself. The accent, too, would be 
on the professional efficiency and 
shrewdness of the experts oper­ 
ating the trusts. This the indivi­ 
dual might not be able to match 
or to find the time to acquire and 
keep sharpened. 
Also the shares in such a realty 
fund might be easier to sell than 
would property itself if quick cash 
is needed. 
A realty fund might get going 
in various ways. One or more in­ 
dividuals might put property al­ 
ready owned into a 
portfolio, re­ 
ceiving for it shares 
in 
the new 
investment 
trust. 
These 
w-ould 
then become salable to the public. 
Or an investment trust might 
start without any property at all. 
It would first sell shares in itself. 
if it could, and use the money to 
buy property.

“ What they fail to realize is that 
they could stand on a street corn­ 
er and ask their questions of the 
first IO men they meet, and the 
men wouldn’t know the answers 
either.” 
Mrs. Roebling, who studied ec­ 
onomics and business adm inistra­ 
tion at New York University, start­ 
ed her financial career as a cus­ 
tom er’s woman in a Philadelphia 
brokerage house. Fourteen years 
ago she 
assumed 
her late hus­ 
band's post as director of the Tren­ 
ton Trust Co. She is now president 
and chairman of the boani. The 
bank s resources expanded from 
17 million dollars to more than 90 
million during her tenure. 
Her aim has been to encourage 
women by education in finance, 
and she has persuaded brokerage 
houses to point up their advertising 
to women, service them 
with 
a 
monthly magazine and to institute 
investment clubs. 
“ These clubs began five years 
ago and are a great success every­ 
where.” she explains. “ Groups of 
15 to 25 women get together once 
a month, and talk out investment 
situations. But even in areas where 
these clubs do not exist there are 
free finance forums — in trust de­ 
partments, banks, brokerage hous­ 
es, schools and universities. Wo­

advanage of 
these classes as a contribution of 
citizenship,” says Mrs. Roebling.

Home Economics 
Vital in 4-H 


Prepares Young Girls 
For Marriage, Home 


One of the most important goals 
that a girl has in life is to get m ar 
ried and have a family. In prepar­ 
ing to become young homemakers, 
girls join 
4-H 
home economics 
clubs. Although a girl might not 
fully realize this, this is one of the 
real reasons she joins 4-H. 
In 4-H, a girl may learn how to 
sew for herself and her family. She 
b e g i n s with simple projects and 
makes such articles as bean bags, 
tea towels and aprons. With sew­ 
ing practice she may take more 
advanced projects in making cotton 
d r e s s e s , wool (dresses, tailored 
suits and coats. 
-Girls may also learn to cook in 
4-H. They, too, start out with a 
simple project where they learn to 
pack a good nutritious lunch. Fol­ 
lowing this project, they will learn 
to cook well balanced meals, bake 
bread, f r e e z e and can foods. 
There is also an interesting project 
called “ Outdoor Cookery’’. In this 
the girl c o o k s several meals out- 
of-doors using different types of 
fires for cooking. 
Girls may learn to become good 
porty hostesses by taking projects 
in entertaining. She may take a 
project in personality for personal 
improvement. 
A girl can take pride in her own 
room when she learns to take care 
of it and helps to decorate her 
room. Thus, 4-H has projects in 
home furnishing. 
Keeping the house and clothes 
clean can be drudgery for some 
people. Girls 
taking projects 
in 
home management learn q u i c k 
and easy shortcuts to most house­ 
hold chores which make the job 
interesting and fun. 
Money can be quite difficult to 
manage. With girls taking “ P er­ 
sonal Accounts” in 4-H, they learn 
to understand tile importance of 
the use of m o n e y and to appre­ 
ciate its application to successful 
living. 
Another project in which girls 
learn to become homemakers is 
one in child care. Girls learn to 
understand something about the 
nature of children and also some 
skills needed in caring for children. 
“ First Aid” and “ Home Nurs­ 
ing” projects offer information and 
practice in caring for the sick and 
injured. 
Girls learn to raise flowers in 
the 
flower 
gardening 
projects. 
They use the flowers to add beauty 
to their homes. 
A new- project this year is call­ 
ed “ Teenage Talk Over” . At least 
five members of a club must take 
the p r o j e c t in order to get the 
full benefit of it. The girls, 15 to 20 
years of age, discuss topics of 
interest in themselves, such as: 
How can I improve my personal­ 
ity?, What is my set of values?, 
How much education do I 
need?, 
and What is the right thing to do on 
different occasions?

Prime Minister Pedro Beltran 
has attacked forcefully some of 
P eru’s major problems and has 
impressed many a North Ameri­ 
can. As a result, there are strong 
I indications that I*. S. investments, 
now at about $800-million mark, 
will be stepped up.

There is stormy weather ahead 
in Peru's politics.

Still Needs 


Teacher Help 


CINCINNATI (AP)— Cincinnati 
researchers, after five years of 
experiment, have found classroom 
television has some uses but it 
won’t save teachers. 
Wendell Pierce, school superin­ 
tendent, told the city school board I 
Monday that quality education in 
the future will require use of 
mechanical devices like 
TV to 
help with the m ass of knowledge 
to give to students. 
He said the experim ents, s ta rt­ 
ing back in 1956 and covering 2,500 
pupils, 
showed 
some 
p ractical 
nae*. 
TV helps show teachers how to j 
teach better. Pierce said. It gives - 
students a better look at things 
like s c i e n c e experiments and 
brings to the classroom such ob 
jk-cts ai atom planes which would 
otherwise be unavailable. 
Pierce 
noted, 
however, 
that 
bright pupils and those in higher 
grades did better in TV classes, J 
Jet liked 
conventional 
teaching 
better, 
The younger and less bright 
students like TV’, but achieved 
more in regular classes. 
Neither the TV teaching nor reg­ 
ular instruction showed better re­ 
sults than the other, Pierce said, 
but the TV courses were most 
effective when pupils were group­ 
ed by ability and the telecasts 
were tailored for them, 
The test classes w ere in eleraen 
tary science, biology, G rad e Seven 
math, chemiatry and d riv e r edu­ 
cation.
